RE:  Action Required - 2016 Exceptional Children Educator of Excellence 

 

The Exceptional Children Division’s 66th Conference on Exceptional Children will be held at the Koury 

Convention Center in Greensboro on November 9, 2016, and November 10, 2016.  During the 

conference, we will celebrate educators of exceptional children for outstanding contributions made to 

improving student outcomes. 

 

The recognition for each nominee will include: 

 a paid conference registration fee; 

 roundtrip mileage reimbursement; 

 publicizing this honor in the conference program; 

 a picture of the nominee displayed during the conference; 

 special seating during the Wednesday morning Plenary session; 

 a banquet held on Wednesday evening; and 

 an award presented during the banquet. 

 

The EC Division will register each nominee for the conference. It is the responsibility of the school 

system, charter school or state agency to reimburse the nominee for lodging and subsistence. If the 

nominee wishes to attend a pre-conference institute, the nominee should register and submit payment 

for the Institute. 

 

THE NOMINATION PROCESS 

 

One nomination may be submitted by each of the following: 

 Local education agencies, including charter schools*; 

 Department of Health and Human Services;  

 Division of Juvenile Justice and Delinquency Prevention; 

 Department of Public Safety, Adult and Juvenile Justice; and 

 Education Services for the Deaf and Blind. 



 

 

*One educator will be selected per region for charter schools. 

 

The following criteria must be used to nominate an Educator of Excellence. 

 The nominee must be a teacher or related service provider for students with disabilities. 

 The nominee must: 

o Have a continuing license if a teacher. 

o Have at least a Class G license if an audiologist, a speech-language pathologist or 

school psychologist; or be licensed by the appropriate licensing board if an occupational 

therapist or a physical therapist. 

o Be a full-time employee or direct hire of the nominating entity. 

o Provide direct instruction or therapy/services to students with disabilities 70% of the 

time. 

o Be recognized as a leader in service to the school and/or school system through 

innovative instructional programs or methodologies that have demonstrated positive 

outcomes for students with disabilities. 

o Demonstrate a positive reflection on the educational profession. 

o Not have received this recognition within the past five (5) years. 

 

Nominations will be submitted electronically and must include the following attachments: 

 A .pdf of a letter that describes how the nominee meets the nomination criteria. 

o The letter must include the signatures of the Superintendent and the Exceptional 

Children Program Director/Coordinator on school system letterhead. 

 

 One (1) 3” x 5” digital color photograph (jpg) of the nominee. 

 

The electronic nomination form must have all fields completed along with the two required 

attachments in order to meet the submission requirements.
